Xo doubt many have connected 


the negative end of the amplifv 
ing transfoimer to the positive fila- 
ment or have reversed the "A" bat- 
tery and sounds have been very 
l a i n * . 
When this i? the, case, too 


much current i-, being drawn from 
the B battery and cannot be gov- 
erned or modified in such a way as 
to produce alternating current or 
vibrations which will actuate the 
receivers. 


Many tubes work best when a 


negative potential of one volt is ap- 
plied to the grid of the tube. This 
is accomplished m several v>avs. 
One is by properly connecting the 
negative terminal of the amplifying 
transformer to a certain turn in the 
rheostat which when normal cur- 
rent is flowins, causes a drop in po- 
tential of jubt one vort. 


Then too, some tubed work best 


when the arid circuit is two or 
three volts more negative than the 
negative filament. 


This is easily accomplished by 


placing several small dry cells be- 
tween the negative end of the am- 
plifying transformer and the nega- 
tive filament with the positive ter- 
minal of such battery toward the 
filament. 


With higher "B" battery vol- 


tages a ifigher negative potential 
of the grid is required. Thus, the 
Western Electric loud speaker tubes 
which use 100 to 120 volts of "B" 
battery have 9 volts in "C" battery. 


We mention these few facts as a 


guide to the experimenters -who 
have not had satisfactory results 
with their amplifiers and who per- 
haps believe the tubes or the ap- 
paratus in general to be faulty.
